This work formerly 
devolved upon the experimental sta- 
tion at Wooster, but now It is trans- 
ferred to state agricultural board. 

Under the Beal bill which wa« made 
a law by th« concurrence of the sen- 
ate in Its passage, registered pharma- 
cists must pass an examination in 
chemifttry, botany, materia medica, 
toxicology and the theory and prac- 
tice of pharmacy. 

A house bill by Mr Dunlap gives 
probate <(;(jrtfi the authority to set 
anide a will which may have been pro- 
bated, and substitute one bearing a 
later date. 

Under a bill by Mr. York, flahormen 
on Lake Krle whose nets were destroy 
ed under the provisions of an act held 
to be unconstitutional, are given au 
tlorit^ to roe the state, and those 
who paid their license fee under the 
provisions of that act, are also given 
the right to recover.

SyRRENDER DETAILED 

Part American Minister Played In 
Capitulation of San Domingo. 



HE RESTRAINS OENERAL VASQUEL 



IllnUter Powell aad Other Diplo- 
mats Acted Promptly When the 
Kevoluttonary Forcen Were 
ApproaohlBg the City. 



Montechristi, San Domingo, May 7. 
—The Dominion capital capitulated 
last Friday, to the revolutionary 
forces commanded by General Hor- 
acio Vaaquet, the vice president of the 
republic. President Jlmlaes sought 
refuge in the French conrulate and 
many government ofllcers obtained 
shelter in the French and United 
States legations. 

The revolutionary troops entered 
the capital quietly. There was not en- 
thusiasm shown by the population 
here at the entry of the victorious 
army. The approac h of the revolu- 
tionists to the capital was announced 
after two days heavy flghting between 
the ffOTemment troops and the (orces 
of General Vasquez, during which 
many were killed or wounded on both 

sides. 

When It became known here that 
General Vasquet threatened to attack 
San Domingo, the United States min- 
ister, William F. Powell, as dean of 
the diplomatic corps, requested the 
iHiniiiiican government to inform him 
regarding the arrangements made to 
protect the lives and property o( (or- 
eigners here, adding that in case no 
precautions were taken be considered 
it his duty to take such measures to 
provide for their safety as tne situa- 
tion demanded. The nature of the 
reply of the government waa not made 

public. 

General Alejandro WofkH was ap- 
pointed minister of war at about that 
time. Intense excitement prevailed 
here among the population and in gov- 
ernment circles when the news of the 
approach of the revolutionary anMT 
became generally known. 

When the revolutionlsta were sight- 
ed, Minister Powell called a meeting 
of the diplomats and consular bodies 
at the United States legation for the 
purpose of deciding upon the best 
means o( protecting IKe and property 
and to prevent injury to non-combat- 
ants in case of an assault being made 
on San Domingo, with the result that a 
delegation composed of the United 
States minister, the French minister, 
M. De Joux; the Spanish consul. Dr. 
Perera Blesa; the German consul. 
Herr Von Krosigk; the Italian con- 
sul. Signor Cambiazo. and the liritish 
consul, Mr. Gosling, was appointed to 
wait upon General Vaaques and inform 
him that no attack could be made on 
the capital under the rules of war un- 
til due notice had been given to the 
diplomatir nnd (onsular corps here. 

During the evening, however, Gen- 
eral Vasques informed the govern 
ment that be was shipping munitions 
of war on a gunboat to San Domingo 
and tliat he liad sent troops to the 
river Osama to take possession of the 
port and prevent steamers from leav- 
ing Saa Domingo. 

Mr. Powell was advised o( these 
movements and he dispatched anoth- 
er messenger to General Vasquez de- 
manding that his troops retire acoord- 
ng to the agreement that he would 
suspend all hostilities. The revolu- 
tionists, however, already had posses- 
blon of the city and the diplomatic 
and the consulate general when it met 
Vasques the next day, May 1, could 
only offer its good offlees with the 

view of inducing General Vasquez tO 
send a committee to San Domingo to 
arrange with the government the 
terms (or the formal surrender of the 
capital. The general agreed to this. 

Later the same dagr, however, the 
Haytian minister, L. Bomo, and the 
S[)ani.'-h minis-ter < (iiiiiuunicated to the 
revolutionary commander, General 
Vasques, a measage from President 
Jimlnes consenting to the drawing up 
of a treaty of capitulation which was 
to provide a full guarantee for the 
safety of the officials, employes and 
defenders of the government as well 
as (or the security ot personal proper- 
ty. The presidMit aad the ministers. 
It was further agreed, were not to 
leave the country before tht- submis- 
sion of all the authorities of tli<- dif- 
ferent districts o( Santo Domingo had 
been received and all political prison- 
ers wsre to be liberated. 

The revolutionary army enterd San 
Domingo at 11 a. m. May 2, and took 
posaeaalon o( the government build- 
ings. Tk» form ot the new fovem- 
ment o( Santo Domingo has sot, been 
decided u pon. ^ 

Revolt In China. 

Peking, May 7. — Bishop Favier, the 
French vlcor apostolic in China, has 



received Information to the effect that 
10,000 ftrme<l rebels with several can- 
non are participating in the revolt at 
Chang Ting Fu, Gil-LI province. The 
leader o( the uprising is a military 
mandarin, wbo killed his (amily be- 
fore raising the flag of revolt so a« to 
prevent their punishment in the event 
o( his (allure.

Scranlon. Pa., May 7. — The execut- 
ive board of the United Mine Workers 
of America for the three districts 
c6mprising the anthracite coal region 
met hers to consider the report of the 
special committee which had been in 
conference with th National Civic 
Federation and the presidents of the 
coal railroads. The meetings are to 
be secret and news of the proceedings 
of tho board will bo given out through 
President Mitchell, who is the presid- 
ing office. Thirty-four representatives 
of the Mine Workers are present and 
they will decMe whether the men are 
to reuMln at work or go on strike for 
Increased pay, a shorter day's work 
and recognition of their union. 

President Mitchell, be(ore entering 
Carpenter haU to attend the meeting, 
stated that be had received no word 
of reported concessions on the part 
of the operators. The situation, h'.^ 
said, was exactly as it was; that he 
bad not received concesslOBS and did 
not expect that any would be volun- 
tarily forthcoming. His answer to a 
question asked clearly showed that no 
advances or concessions were expected 
from the operators. 

Emperor Joseph's Reply. 
Budapest, Hungary, May 7.— "As in 
the past, to in tke future, the constant 

endeavor of my government will be 
directed to fostering close relations 
with our allies as well as feelings of 
confidence with all other powers, that 
contribute to the maintalnance and 
consolidation of European peace." 
This was the most interesting passage 
from a general inteiaational view- 
point in the reply of Emperor Francis 
Joseph to the address o( the delega- 
tions o( Austria-Hungary, at the re 
oeptlon held in the castle at Buda. The 
address of the delegation alluded to 
continuous preservation of pt-ace and 
the increased prestige of tho dual mon- 
archy in the councils o( Europe as 
largely due to the veneration in which 
the emperor-king Is held by all and 
promised full consideration of the in- 
creased demands (or the army. 

Will Impugn the Speaker. 
London, .May 7. — The Irish menibci s 
will bring forward In the house a mo- 
tion censuring the speaker tor his rul- 
ing on the occasion when Mr. Dillon 
was suspendt'd for calling Mr. Cham- 
berlain "A damned liar." It will be 
remembered that Mr. Dillon interrupt- 
ed to assert that General Vilonal, the 
leader o( the Boer national scouts was 
a traitor, the colonial secretary reto't- 
e4 "The honorable member la a good 
Judge of traitors," and thereupon Mr. 
Dillon asked the speaker whether the 
words were parliamentary and the 
speaker replied that Mr. Dillon had 
brought the retort upon himself by 
calling men serving under the Hrltisli 
flag traitors. It is this ruling which 
the Nationalists Intended to impugn. 
They contend that Mr. Chamberlain 
should have been required to with- 
draw hit remark.

Testimony Before the Oflflelals Wbe 
Are Investigating the Beef TraaO 
Skews Plae« Prices Ba- 
Istedat St. Louis. 



Jefferson City, May 7.— The exist- 
ence In St. I.ouis of uniform and fixed 
meat prices and the secret rebate in 
addition to the C. O. D. list was shown 
by testimony taken at the session o( 
the beef truat Inqnlry. Attorasy Gen- 
eral Crow said that the objections 
raised by the packers' attorneys at a 
former session, does not pertain to the 
validity o( Ute anti-trust law, but only 
to the law authorising the inquiry. 
The two statutes the separate. 

"The anti-trust law has been tested 
twice in the supreme OOttit and la un- 
assailable," said he. 

Maurice Prendiville, a St. Louis 
Union market dealer, was the first wit* 
ness. In answer to questions by the 
attorney general. Prendvilli' testified 
that Armour, Swift, Nelson .Morris and 
Cudahy bad a flsed ■grss— n», regard- 
ing prices. 

"Tbe packers buy cattle on succes- 
sive days." said he, "so that eac h can 
buy at his own price. There is very 
little independent buying in the East 
St. Lonla stockyards. Tbe big pack- 
era keev others out by telling the cat- 
tlemen that if they sell any cattle to 
the bideiii inl- nt buyers, they must 
sell all to them. 

"A better grade ot cattle is sent 
east tiiaa that sold In St Loula. The 
ordinary retail butchers cannot get 
high class bee(. The best bee( is sold 
to butchers at 11 cents on the car- 
cass." 

"Did you ever get a rebate?" waa 
asked o( Prendiville. 

"Four or five months ago I got re- 
bates on poik from Nfl.son Morris. At 
one time the cooler managers told me 
that they bad an agreement not to sell 
at lesa than $8 per 100. They would 
evade the agreement by selling some 
cents lower." 

"lb* there an arbitrator in St. Louis?" 
asked Attorney General Crow. 

"The cooler managers meet every 
Wednesday afternoon and form C. O. 
D !i.-^t. and on Saturday they an- 
iitiit i inieting. 1 do not know who 
fixes the prices for them, but they are 
fixed the last o( each week (or the 
week (ollowlaff, 

"When a man does not sell his cat- 
tle in East St. Ix>uls," conlimu d the 
W!tne;-.>i. "and .-ihips thtm el.sewheie, 
the packers send a dispatch ahead of 
him.

The public generally has long won- 
dered at the cause of the weakness often 
found in black peppers. Tbe report of 
tbe Experiment Station] net issued states 
that the caaseof this Is the large amount 
of brick duet and Other tTMb mbed with 
the pepper. 

The amiaal report of the Experiment 
Station to the Governor was issued this 
week. The report in chief is made by 
Mr. Robert M. Allen, pore food inspector 
of Kentucky. The report contains all 
the indictments brought for violation of 
the pure food laws, and a general de- 
scription of the methods used in adulter- 
ating foods. The following report is 
made on black pepper : 

All of the specimens of ground black 
pepper examined under the microscope 
by Prof. German were reported to con- 
tain aome foreign material. 

Qround spices and pepper are nearly 
always adulterated with some inert eub- 
stance, which is used to increase the bulk 
of the article. Pianut shells, ooooanut 
shells, brick dust, Hour, ground corn, 
cracker meal and other similar substances 
are authoritatively mentioned among the 
list of refuse from which these fillers are 
made. There are factories which do 
nothing else but grind and color these 
tillers for the trade, and most of the pep- 
per and spice houses have a regular sys- 
tem and plan for such adulterations. A 
leading example of the system was noted 
during an inspection tour. The proprietor 
of a spice and pepper );rinding establish- 
ment pointed out on the third door of hia 
factory two long rows of barrels. One 
row had in each barrel a variety of pep- 
per or spice ground; the other had its 
barrels tilled with a tasteless material, 
tbe color and fineness of tbe barrel oppo- 
site. From this floor the boxes were 
packed for consignment, and the pn^ 
prietor stated that when a cheap pepper 
or spice was ordered, the order was mixed 
with its respective Qller to suit the price. 
The reUUer generally knows of this adul- 
teration, but no instance has been noted 
where the consumer is made aware of it. 

Such adulterations weaken the condi- 
ment, and instead of eansfag a quiekar 
How of the digestive juices, an extra bur- 
den of trash is put into the stomach. 

Pure pepper is always cheaper than 
the adulterated article would be if tbe 
trash was separated from it.
